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WASHINGTON I One Student was killed and 
another wounded Monday morning in a shoot- 
ing at Ballou High School in Southeast D.C. 

James Richardson, 17, died after being shot 
several times in the chest, and an 18 -year- 
old student was hospitalized with a minor 
leg wound, D.C. Police Chief Charles Ramsey 
said. Neither victim was armed, he said. 

Police were looking for three people who 
ran from the scene, at least one of them armed 
with a silver handgun, Ramsey said. 

Ramsey blamed the shooting on a dispute 
between students that began sometime last 
week. Everyone involved was believed to be 
a student at Ballou, and it was unclear if the 


shooting was gang related, he said. 

Richardson was one of the school’s top 
athletes, friends said. “He was a good kid, 
with a good heart. He played basketball and 
had dreams, like every other kid out here,” 
said Tyrone Horton, a Ballou student. 

Ballou has been the scene of other trouble 
in recent months. It was closed from Oct. 2 
to Nov. 5 after a student removed mercury 
from an unlocked classroom and splattered 
the toxic substance in the building. 

The school’s reopening was marred by gun- 
fire just before classes let out, when a man 
allegedly Bred a handgun in the direction of

Federal Communications Commission 
chief Michael Powell said Monday he was

— and said he was ordering an immediate 
investigation. 

Despite the apparent premeditation — the 
display coincided exactly with Timberlake 
singing, “I’m gonna have you naked by the end 
of this song” — all involved 
denied that the peep show 
was planned. 

MTV, which produced 
the show, and CBS, which 
broadcast it, both said they 
had no idea the show would 
include such a display. 

Timberlake issued a 
statement shortly afterward blaming the 
debacle on a “wardrobe malfunction,” but 
in comments to the syndicated show “Access 
Hollywood,” he didn’t seem too sorry. 

“Hey man, we love giving you all something 
to talk about,” he said, laughing. 

In a statement, Powell said, “Like mil- 
lions of Americans, my family and I gath- 
ered around the television for a celebration. 
Instead, that celebration was tainted by a 
classless, crass and deplorable stunt.” 

He told the FCC to open an investigation, 
promising it would be “thorough and swift.” 
Such an investigation could result in a fine of 
up to $27,500 or — if the commission applied 
the sanction to each CBS station — in the mil- 
lions.

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Dean’s Backers Worried 
But Will Stick With Him 


Former Vt. governor 
doesn’t expeet a win 
in Tuesday’s primaries 

WASHINGTON | Labor unions that 
have invested millions in Howard 
Dean’s struggling presidential bid 
are concerned about the viability 
of a campaign that doesn’t expect 
to win until mid- 
February. 

Union lead- 
ers say they’ll stick 
with the belea- 
guered Democrat, 
but also recognize 
that his uphill bat- 
tle is growing more steep with the 
losses in the first two contests com- 
bined with another round of defeats 
expected Tuesday. 

The former Vermont governor 
plans to explain his strategy to stay in 
the race during a face-to-face meet- 
ing later this week with his three top 
labor backers: AFSCME, the Service 
Employees International Union and 
the International Union of Painters 


and Allied Trades. 

Dean said he and the unions 
will discuss their commitment 
to the campaign, and dismissed 
questions about the potential for 
cutbacks in their support. 

“We’ll talk about that when I 
meet with them,” he said Monday. 
“I haven’t had any indication from 
them that’s what they are think- 
ing.” 

But Dean’s campaign recognizes 
the unions’ concern. 

Dean came in a distant third in 
the Iowa caucuses last month, then 
saw his lead in the New Hampshire 
polls evaporate into a second-place 
finish. Dean has said he doesn’t 
expect to win any of the seven states 
that vote on Tuesday, with the pos- 
sible exception of New Mexico. 

His strategy is to do well enough 
to win delegates in this weekend’s 
contests in Michigan, Washington 
state and Maine while other candi- 
dates spend themselves out of the 
race. Then he hopes to become front- 
runner John Kerry’s last-standing 
rival in Wisconsin and beyond, (ap)

Candidates Aim for Kerry 


Rivals fight front-runner in seven states today 


WASHINGTON | Sens. John Kerry and 
John Edwards swapped charges as 
their South Carolina U.S. prima- 
ry fight shaped up to be a key to 
Kerry’s dreams of sweeping seven 
states Tuesday and taking command 
of the Democratic nomination fight. 

On the eve of a cross-country con- 
test, Howard Dean joined Edwards 
in calling the front-runner a friend 
of specials interests. But there were 
fresh signs of weakness in the for- 
mer governor’s campaign, and 
Kerry went for the jugular against 
Edwards, questioning the North 
Carolina senator’s credentials and 
electability. 


“This is not the time for on- 
the-job training,” Kerry told South 
Carolina reporters via satellite from 
Albuquerque, N.M. In a speech, the 
third-term Massachusetts sena- 
tor looked confidently beyond the 
nomination fight to a potential race 
against President Bush. 

Edwards, who has promised to 
run a positive campaign, criticized 
Kerry’s acceptance of contributions 
from lobbyists and his free -trade 
policies. 

“I don’t take contributions 
from lobbyists, and he obvious- 
ly does,” Edwards told reporters 
after a speech at the College of

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Budget Forecasts 
Massive Deficits 


$2.4 trillion plan does 
not include $50 billion 
for Iraq, Afghanistan 

WASHINGTON | President Bush 
proposed a $2.4 trillion budget 
on Monday slicing scores of pro- 
grams from prisons to arts edu- 
cation in the face of record fed- 
eral deficits and the costs of war. 
His budget chief warned a fresh 
request for operations in Iraq and 
Afghanistan could reach $50 billion. 

The election-year blueprint would 
pour funds into the military domes- 
tic security and some education 
and health initiatives. It provides 
the first dollars for what ultimately 
could be a hugely expensive effort 
to visit Mars, and renews his call 
for making permanent the tax 
cuts he has shoved through 
Congress. 

Handcuffed by shortfalls he proj - 
ects will surge to an unprecedented 
$521 billion this year, the spare plan 
for 2005 offers few dramatic initia- 
tives. It is aimed mostly at familiar 


Bush priorities like war, terrorism, 
the economy and struggling schools 
plus a new goal: Halving the deficit 
in five years, which he projects he 
will achieve with a 2009 shortfall 
of $237 billion. 

“I’m confident our budget 
addresses a very serious situa- 
tion,” he said at a Cabinet meet- 
ing. “And that is that we are at war 
and we had dealt with a recession. 
And our budget is able to address 
those significant factors in a way 
that reduces the deficit in half.” 

Last year’s deficit hit $375 bil- 
lion, the highest ever in dollar terms. 
Though Bush projects next year’s 
red ink at $364 billion, that excludes 
U.S. military efforts in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, which White House 
budget director Joshua Bolten said 
could hit an “upper limit” of another 
$50 billion. 

Democrats derided Bush for 
shortchanging social programs, 
pursuing tax cuts largely helping 
the rich and producing an unyield- 
ing stream of huge budget shortfalls.

Bush Says He’ll Order Intelligence Probe 


WASHINGTON | President Bush, 
reversing field, said Monday he will 
order an independent investigation 
into intelligence failures in Iraq and 
conferred with former chief weap- 
ons inspector David Kay. “I want 
to know all the facts,” Bush said. 

Trying to quiet mounting election- 
year criticism from Republicans and 
Democrats alike. Bush confirmed 
reports that he would establish such 


an inquiry. The focus will be not 
only on the Iraq problem, but also 
gaps in other areas, such as secre- 
tive regimes like Iran and North 
Korea and stateless groups such 
as terrorists. 

Bush met with Kay at the White 
House not long after the presi- 
dent shared with reporters his 
thoughts on the growing contro-

his decision to go to war against 
Saddam Hussein. 

Kay threw the administration’s 
rationale for war in Iraq in doubt 
with his determination that Saddam 
did not have the weapons of mass 
destruction that the United States 
had insisted he possessed. 

Kay told Congress last week that 
“it turns out we were all wrong, 
probably” about the Iraqi threat.

Six international flights from the 
United Kingdom and France and 
Continental Airlines Flight 1519 
from Washington to Houston, site 
of the Super Bowl, were grounded 
Sunday and Monday after secu- 
rity concerns were raised by the 
Homeland Security Department. 

Homeland Security Department 
spokesman Brian Roehrkasse said 
there was “specific and credible 
intelligence information suggest- 
ing that al Qaeda would attack these 
flights on those dates.” 

The cancellations were the first 
since December, when the nation’s 
terror alert level was increased 
from elevated, or yellow, to high,

Despite dissent, the bill is all 
but assured passage, as President 
Jacques Chirac’s party holds 364 
seats in the National Assembly, and 
it needs only 288 votes to pass.

Israeli P.M. causes stir 
with new proposal 
to remove settlements 

JERUSALEM | Israeli Prime Minister 
Ariel Sharon has declared that he 
wants to remove nearly all Jewish 
settlements from the Gaza Strip 
without waiting for a peace deal, 
prompting threats from settlers 
and their allies.

Kurds: At Qaeda to Blame 


U.S. general says 
Irbil bombers could be 
‘foreign influenced’ 

IRBIL, IRAQ I Kurds blamed an al 
Qaeda-linked militant group for 
suicide bombings that killed at 
least 67 people, saying Monday its 
members increasingly have been 
slipping into Iraq. 

Thousands gathered to mourn at 
Irbil’s largest mosque, where the two 
main Kurdish parties — both U.S. 
allies, but often at odds with each 
other — held a joint memorial in a 
show of unity. The attacks Sunday 
devastated the parties’ offices in the 
northern city, the heartland of the 
Kurdish self-rule region. 

U.S. military officials said 
Monday 67 people were killed and 
267 wounded in the two blasts. No 


group claimed responsibility, but 
Kurdish and U.S. officials blamed 
Muslim extremists — particularly 
Ansar al-Islam, an armed group of 
militants believed to be allied with 
Osama bin Laden’s al Qaeda. The 
group, which was formed in 2000, 
has vowed to establish an indepen- 
dent Islamic state in the north. 

Brig. Gen. Martin Dempsey, 
commander of the 1st Armored 
Division, told reporters the Irbil 
bombings were “different from the 
sort of hit-and-run style” of Saddam 
loyalists thought to be behind anti- 
U.S. attacks elsewhere. 

“It concerns us that it could be 
another enemy, a different enemy, a 
foreign-influenced enemy, a terror- 
ist network enemy,” he said, (ap)

Technology 

Revered seientist says 
he gave know-how to 
Iran, North Korea 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN | The founder 
of Pakistan’s nuclear program has 
admitted he transferred nucle- 
ar technology to Iran, Libya and 
North Korea, a Pakistani govern- 
ment official said Monday. 

Abdul Qadeer Khan made the 
confession in a written statement 
submitted “a couple of days ago” to 
investigators probing allegations of 
nuclear proliferation by Pakistan, 
the official told The Associated 
Press on condition on anonymity. 

The transfers were made during 
the late 1980s and in the early and 
mid-1990s, and were motivated by 
“personal greed and ambition,” the 
official said. 

The probe into the proliferation 
allegations had concluded, the offi- 
cial added, but he said it was up to 
the National Command Authority, 
which controls Pakistan’s nuclear 
assets, to decide whether to pros- 
ecute Khan, (ap)

Bush budget creates 
funds for D.C. schools, 
public safety agencies 

WASHINGTON I President Bush 
proposed an election -year budget 
Monday that includes $103 mil- 
lion for various programs directly 
involving District of Columbia agen- 
cies, including spending increases 
for schools and public safety. 


The spending plan includes 
$7 million for the Unified 
Communications Center and $10 
million for the fire department, 
said Margret Nedelkoff Kellems, 
the deputy mayor for public safety 
and justice. 

More than $50 million is ear- 
marked for education. Plans call for 
$14 million to be used to provide 
vouchers of up to $7,500 as many 
as 1,700 disadvantaged students to 


attend private or parochial schools. 
The program also provides $26 mil- 
lion to be split equally between pub- 
lic schools and the city’s publicly 
funded charter schools. 

The Bush plan also proposes 
$10 million for the D.C. Water and 
Sewer Authority to help end pollu- 
tion caused by storm water run-off 
and $3 million to help build a sce- 
nic trail along the Anacostia River.

Judge Overturns Va. 
Late-Term Abortion Law 


RICHMOND, VA. I A federal judge 
struck down Virginia’s ban on a type 
of late-term abortion Monday, say- 
ing the law violated privacy rights 
and failed to make an exception for 
the health of the woman. 

U.S. District Judge Richard L. 
Williams called the ban on what 
opponents call partial-birth abor- 
tion “impermissibly void for vague- 
ness.” 

The judge blocked the law last 
July, the day it went into effect, call- 
ing it a “no -brain case.” He also has 
challenged the use of the term “par- 
tial birth infanticide” by the law’s 


backers, saying it was an attempt 
to alarm the public. 

Virginia’s law banned a proce- 
dure generally performed in the sec- 
ond or third trimester in which a 
fetus is partially delivered before 
being killed. 

Lawyers for the Center for 
Reproductive Rights, who filed the 
suit, argued that the law was uncon- 
stitutional because it disregarded a 
four-year- old Supreme Court ruling 
allowing the procedure when the 
health of the mother is threatened. 

The state law contained no such 
health exception, (ap)

Tea-sing Out Truth 


Everyone thinks it’s healthy. It is ... maybe 


TEA I Five years ago, Elisa Albert, 
25, visited a Los Angeles tea gar- 
den where the menu associated 
the beverage with benefits such 
as improved memory and curing 
colds. She has been drinking tea 
ever since. 

The problem is, Albert doesn’t 
know why tea is healthy. “From 
what I have read, there is a lot of 
evidence that tea is good for you,” 
she says. “But I’m not exactly sure 
about how it’s good for you.” 

Albert is not alone in her confu- 
sion. There’s a constant flow of new 
studies touting the benefits of tea 
for everything from lowering bad 
cholesterol levels and reducing the 
risk of heart disease to preventing 
cancer and cavities. 

But although tea has been 
associated with improving health 
since it was discovered more than 
4,000 years ago, studies are far from 
conclusive. Scientists are still try- 
ing to figure out how tea works in 
the body. 


Hundreds of 
studies are done 
on tea each year, 
some funded by 
the National 
Institutes of 
Health and the 
American Cancer 
Society, among 
other organiza- 
tions. About 
90 percent of 
tea consumed 
in the U.S. today 
is black and 10 per- 
cent green. 

All colors of tea 
contain chemicals 
called flavonoids. Tea 
flavonoids, or polyhenols, 
have been shown in the lab to 
neutralize free radicals — the unsta- 
ble atoms or molecules that can lead 
to diseases such as cancer. 

In general, scientists say tea’s 
effect on cardiovascular health is 
the most promising area of research

so far. In a recent review of nine 
studies published in the American 
Journal of Epidemiology in 2001, 
though researchers saw a stronger 
effect of tea in Europe than in the 


U.S., they concluded that the rate 
of heart attack decreased by 11 
percent with consumption of 
three cups of tea a day. 

The major problem with 
such population studies, 
however, experts say, 
is that it’s hard 
to determine 
whether the 
beneficial 
effects are 
from tea, or 
because peo- 
ple who drink 
tea are also more 
likely to have 
healthy lifestyles. 

Tea’s link to cancer prevention 
has been more mixed. In test-tube 
and animal studies, tea and its com- 
ponents have been found to inhibit 
the development of cancer of the 
esophagus, stomach, pancreas, skin, 
lung and others. But such effects 
have not always been observed 
when tracking tea consumption 
and the incidence of the disease.

They help clients work toward 
goals, such as weight loss or achieve- 
ment in sports. Trainers judge where 
clients need help, tailor exercise pro- 
grams to meet those needs and 
make sure the clients do the work- 
outs with correct form. Trainers 
also offer encouragement. 


The cost of an hourlong session 
can range from $15 to $150, said 
Mike Niederpruem, national direc- 
tor for certification at the American 
College of Sports Medicine, an orga- 
nization of specialists in exercise 
physiology. 

With that wide a range, ques- 
tions of quality and value for money 
arise. 

At first glance, the higher fee 
should be hard to justify because 
the exercisers’ legs do the same 
lunge or squat no matter how much 
they pay. However, like cars, some 
trainers maybe more reliable — or 
at least offer clients a wider range 
of options. 

Consumers should expect ahigh- 
er-priced trainer to show a lot of 
interest in them, said Richard

Cotton, chief exercise physiologist 
at MyExercisePlan.com, a Web- 
based individualized training 
program. “Possibly, their person- 
ality and goals, and their listening 
skills, are incredible,” he said. 

Some clients pay more because 
they already have the motivation — 
they are after the perfect body. 

Trainers for celebrities can com- 
mand over $1,000 an hour. Music 
mogul P. Diddy, for instance, report- 
edly pays $7,000 a week year-round 
to personal trainer Mark Jenkins, 
who got him ready for the 2003 
New York City marathon. 

Prices are also defined by what 
the market will bear and location 
— cities where the cost of living is 
higher. 

New York City trainer Sal 
Fichera’s fees vary because he has 
some clients grandfathered. His 
earlier clients pay $80 an hour; 
his newer ones $130. But he said 
he does not skimp on the lower-fee 
clients: “I give the same effort to all 
my clients.” ira dreyfuss (ap)

WASHINGTON! Tax incentives for sav- 
ing and retirement form the core of 
tax programs in the president’s pro- 
posed budget, which also asks law- 
makers to make recently passed tax 
cuts permanent reductions. 

The 2005 budget asks Congress 
to consolidate a myriad of retire- 
ment savings accounts into two 
types: one for individuals and one 
for employees. 

Taxpayers would be permitted 
to put up to $5,000 each year into 
their individual retirement savings 
accounts and into a lifetime savings 
account, which could be tapped for 
any reason. 

Lower-income people would 
qualify for a dollar-for-dollar 
matching contribution up to $500 
for personal savings accounts, (ap) 


Witness testifies eall

N EW YORK I Martha Stewart called 
ImClone Systems headquarters 
and demanded to talk to found- 
er Sam Waksal to find out “what 
was going on” with ImClone’s 
falling share price on the day she 
dumped her stock in the company, 
a former ImClone secretary testi- 
fied Monday. 

Emily Ferret said Stewart was 
“very hurried and harsh and direct” 
in the call. 

The government says the call 
happened just after Stewart sold 
3,928 shares of ImClone stock — 


the sale that now has Stewart on 
trial for obstruction of justice and 
securities fraud. 

Stewart and her co- defendant, 
ex-stockbroker Peter Bacanovic, are 
accused of lying about a pre-exist- 
ing agreement to sell her ImClone 
stock if it fell below $ 60. 

Prosecutors say Bacanovic told 
his assistant, Douglas Faneuil, to 
pass a tip to Stewart that the Waksals 
were trying to sell their shares. 

The judge ruled Monday that 
Faneuil, the government’s star 
witness, will testify Tuesday. 

The decision was a boost for 
prosecutors because Faneuil’s tes- 
timony — which had been post- 
poned — is the most critical piece 
of their case, erin mcclam (ap)

Robert Altman’s 
campaign satire 
Tanner ’88’ returns 

TELEVISION! “Tanner ’88 a satiri- 
cal miniseries about a make-believe 
presidential candidate on the real- 
life 1988 campaign trail, remains 
amazingly fresh after 16 years. 

Seen now (on Sundance Channel, 
where the 11 weekly episodes begin 
airing tonight at 9 p.m.), “Tanner 
’88” seems dated in only a few ways: 
The rare cell phone is the size of a 
shoebox, and everybody smokes. 

But there’s a more fundamental 
contrast: The loopy, bare-knuckles 
portrait of politics as dramatized 
by director Robert Altman and 
“Doonesbury” cartoonist Garry 
Trudeau seems downright genteel 
in today’s harsh political climate. 

For this reason alone, “Tanner 
’88” serves as a fascinating adjunct 
to the 2004 primaries it will echo, as 
well as put into bitter perspective. 

Not that “Tanner ’88” isn’t enter- 
taining in its own right. 

Originally produced for HBO, 
the mockumentary “covered” 
its fictitious candidate, former 
Michigan congressman Jack 
Tanner, as he, his campaign team 
and a press contingent traveled a 
bumpy road through the prima- 


ries en route to the Democratic 
National Convention. Tanner 
(nailed by Michael Murphy) is out 
to seize the nomination from actual 
candidates like Michael Dukakis, 
Jesse Jackson, Dick Gephardt and 
Bruce Babbitt. 

“Tanner ’88” was a mind-bend- 
ing hybrid, and astute in sizing up 
the campaign grind. 

In the first episode. Tanner is 
found running a New Hampshire 


gauntlet familiar to any cable - 
news viewer the past couple of 
weeks: door-to-door solicitation 
for votes. One crusty host, offer- 
ing Tanner coffee, reminds the 
candidate that he isn’t the first to 
pay a call: “Practically everybody 
takes it black. Except Gephardt — 
he turned his coffee into a damn 
milkshake.” 

Then the action shifts to 
Nashville, Tenn., where the chain- 


smoking campaign manager, T. J. 
Cavanaugh, unveils a new campaign 
slogan: “Tanner For Real.” 

“What happened to ‘The Future 
Is Now’?” a reporter asks. 

“‘The Future Is Now’ was then,” she 
declares, “and ‘For Real’ is now.” 

Tanner’s role as a pawn in his 
own game strikes a resonant chord. 
“I feel like I’m an innocent bystand- 
er in my own campaign,” he 

muses. FRAZIER MOORE (AP) 




MUSIC I Naming your band after 
a Howlin Wolf song telegraphs a 
fair amount of chutzpah, which is 
only a problem if you can’t deliver 
the goods. 

Mr. Airplane Man delivers like 
express mail on a holiday. The 
Boston duo isn’t strictly a blues act, 
though there’s plenty of bluesy grit 
on “C’mon DJ,” the pair’s third full- 
length album. What Mr. Airplane 
Man really does is highlight the 
links between vintage electric 
blues and raw garage rock. 

The same pounding rhythms and 
visceral emotions that made Wolf’s 


work transcendent pour through 
the music of Margaret Garrett 
and Tara McManus. They’re not 
the first garage band to mine the 
influence of blues, of course, but Mr. 
Airplane Man does it with less pre- 
tense and posturing than that other 
lo-fi duo, the White Stripes. 

Guitarist Garrett and drum- 
mer McManus aren’t worried 
about the purity that preoccupies 
Jack White, for example. Instead, 
Mr. Airplane Man follows the Fat 
Possum Records model, with pri- 
mal riffs on eerie songs that some- 
times conform to blues patterns and

sometimes don’t. 

A cover of “Asked for Water” is 
a powerful Wolf- style blues, while 
the title track is a guttural rocker 
with fuzzed- out guitars and clat- 
tering drums. 

Although the ladies slow things 
down on “How Long,” a dark, spare 
waltz-time ballad with dreamy 
vocals, most of “C’mon DJ” is bone- 
rattling lo-fi blues boogie-rock. 

Like the White Stripes before 
them, Mr. Airplane Man records for 
Sympathy for the Record Industry, a 
misanthropic one-man label with no 
distribution and a stellar roster of 
unusual bands.

Catch Oscar on DVD 


FILM I For years, Oscar campaign 
conventional wisdom has been that 
films released before the fall would 
be largely forgotten when it came 
time for Academy Awards voting. 

But this year, in the aftermath 
of the Motion Picture Association 
of America’s mandated ban last fall 
on DVD and videocassette “screen- 
er” copies of films competing in the

Dominant Patriots Join NFLs Elite 


Second Super Bowl win spurs talk of dynasty 


PRO FOOTBALL I Bill Belichick shies 
away from the “D” word. Yet even 
after winning their second Super 
Bowl in three seasons, the New 
England Patriots seem to be as 
close to a dynasty as any team can 
be in an era of parity. 

But if “D” doesn’t mean dynasty, 
it could mean dominant. 

On the surface, the Patriots 
seemed dominant. They finished 
with 15 straight wins, joining the 
unbeaten 1972 Dolphins (17-0) as 
the only teams to accomplish that 
feat in a single season. 

But nine of New England’s 15 vic- 
tories were by eight points or less. 
And both their Super Bowl wins have 
come on last- second field goals by 
Adam Vinatieri, unquestionably the 
best clutch kicker in the game. 

Still, in a league where the sal- 


ary cap and free agency make it 
difficult for a successful team to 
keep its players. New England is 
in a unique situation. 

The Patriots have chosen so many 
players for their ability to play a spe- 
cific role, it should be relatively easy 
for them to keep their roster near- 
ly intact. 

But the Patriots do have some 
cap problems. 

Quarterback Tom Brady and cor- 
nerback Ty Law will count some- 
where around $17 million against 
the $79 million cap next season. 

The 26 -year- old Brady, who won 
his second Super Bowl MVP tro- 
phy, certainly isn’t going anywhere. 
But Law, who had three intercep- 
tions in the AFC title game, could 
go unless he restructures his con- 
tract.

CABLE I By all accounts, George 
Nussbaum demands a lot from 
his Internet connection. He streams 
video and transfers large files from 
his office. His family downloads 
movie trailers and his stepson lis- 
tens to and buys music online. 

Nussbaum subscribes to his 
cable TV provider’s high-speed 
Internet service, which, he thought, 
was built for such high-bandwidth 
activities. 

Then, in November, he got a 
letter from the provider, Comcast 
Corp., ordering him to dial down 
his usage or face service termi- 
nation. 

Until last summer, the service 
was advertised as “unlimited.” 

But Comcast, citing a fuzzy 
“acceptable use” policy, is now 
cracking down on the heaviest 
users on the premise that their 
consumption could degrade neigh- 
bors’ service. 

A number of broadband provid- 
ers are beginning to offer different

tiers of service, charging high -vol- 
ume users more. 

Comcast, critics say, is trying to 
impose limits without telling con- 
sumers that the service is limited. 

Nussbaum, who at first had no 
idea how many gigabytes he con- 
sumed, was willing to cut back. He 
called to find out by how much, but 
customer service had no answer. 
Then he asked how much he used. 
Again, Comcast wouldn’t provide 
a number. 


Last month, Nussbaum got a 
second letter threatening suspen- 
sion or termination, so he decided to 
sign up for a digital subscriber line 
offered by his phone company. 

Most broadband companies 
have vague policies, but Comcast’s 
appears to be the most aggressive- 
ly enforced. It provides no tools for 
monitoring bandwidth, and does 
not give any specific guidance. 

Comcast says the few people who 
receive the warning letters typical- 
ly consume 100 times more than 
the average user. But the nation’s 
largest cable company refused to 
reveal the average consumption 
among its 4.8 million high-speed 
Internet subscribers. 

A spokesperson also would not 
say exactly how many have had their 
accounts suspended or terminated.

What’s the likelihood of ever get- 
ting some sort of rail option to 
Dulles? I have a running bet with 
a friend that we won’t see rail to 
Dulles in our lifetime — we’re 35 
years old. Are you a betting man? 
What do you think? 

I wouldn’t make that bet. The 
problem here is that the price tag is 
around $4 billion. No local funding 
formula has been found. We are 10 
to 20 years from completion, even 
if financing were found. I believe 
planners ought to take a careful 
look at monorail and other forms 
of light rail transportation, which 
could be installed at less cost. 

When can we expect some relief 
from the hybrid cars clogging the 
express lanes of Interstates 95 and 
395 each morning? I bet our aver- 
age speed has dropped at least 10 to 
I5mphinthe last year. 

The exception for hybrid cars is 
scheduled to expire in 2006, unless 
the Virginia General Assembly 
extends it. Many more automo- 
bile manufacturers are coming out 
with hybrids these days — which is 
a good thing — but if HOV lanes are 
getting clogged with them to the 
point they are slowing down express 
lane traffic, then the state govern- 
ment may need to step in. 

Are there plans to extend the Red 
Line? We are looking at purchasing 
a place in the area of Germantown, 
Md., or beyond, but we’re not yet 
sure about the commute issues. 

I have not heard of it. Wouldn’t 
plan on it. The next Maryland 
extension of Metro is for 3.1 miles 
on the Blue Line from Addison 
Road to Largo Town Center. That 
segment is scheduled to open this 
December.
